‘The range of projects is indeed wide in this, the best known of Services rendered by Lionism. 

Half of all blindness today could have been prevented, and for this reason eye examination and glaucoma detection clinics are 
popular activites of Clubs, These mass screenings canbe held at one locaton or the Club can purchase a mobile unit to cover a 
larger area. Hospitals and laboratories are always in need of eye research and treatment equipment, and schools welcome visual

A number of projects are available that directly aid the blind, such as providing braille books, dog guides and assorted mobility 
devices especially designed for the blind. For those Clubs and Districts seeking a large-scale project, rehabilitation centers 
workshops for the blind can be established to help the visually handicapped on the road to earning ther own way in life., The 
number of projects a Club can conduct in this area is vast and varied.
